piece; and in his Anſwer to Dr. Snape, p. 30. 
values himſelf upon it, diſclaiming and  dif- 
daining any other Doctrine, but the more art- 
ful, the more dangerous, twas of ſuch vain 
Philoſophy, the Apoſtle bids us Feware. How- 
ever, when this mighty Champion of Anar- 
chy and Confuſion, is ſtript of his Armour of 
Sophiſtry and Equivocation, and the Lyon's

It has been ſaid by ſome, that he has ſuffi- 
ciently explained all the difficult Points in his 
Sermon, in his Anſwer to Dy.

thoricy, for there never was Herefy yet, but 
by ſuch Explanations might be reduced to an 
Orthodox Senſe, and then all her Deciſions

force or efficacy at all, She therefore ever 
condemned 8 in the obvious Senſe of 
the Authors; that is, as I have . hinted be- 
fore, in the Senſe that the Words uſually im- 
port; and ſuch condemned Authors, were 
obliged to retract in the common Language 
of. the Church, in plain and ſimple Terms, 
fuch as the Faithful were uſed to, and ac- 
quainted with, that they might, by ſuch Re- 
. make Satisfaction to the Church, 

or the Scandal they had given, by advancing 
81 —55 deſtructive to either Faith or Mo- 
rality. 
Bar notwithſtanding this Author has in this 
his Anſwer declared, that when he talked a- 
gainſt abſolute Authority, he only meant the In- 
fallibility of the Church of Rome; yet, becauſe

of that Church, no Word of Pape or Popery, as 
Mr. Trapp well obſerves; and, as he juſtifies 
himſelf as to all other Points, we cannot but

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Now let us apply this to the Soul. The 


Soul may be undoubtedly in theſe three States, 


either in a calm and quiet State, and conſequent- 


ly undiſturbed; it _—_ in a profound Peace, 


unmoved and unmoleſted by the Affections and 
Peſſions, and violent Agitations, and then it is 
undoubtedly not only calm, but undiſturbed. 
2, The Soul may be diſturbed and troubled 
by violent Agitations, and by turbulent Paſſi- 
ons; and then it is indeed quite oppoſite to 
the calm and undiſturbed State; but then it 
may alſo be „ 7 OL 
3. In a Middle State wndifturbed by vio- 
lent Agitations, without being calm and un- 
moved, in ſhort, may be moved by the agree - 
able Paſſions, but not violently agitated by the 
rurbulent, as every one who has the leaſt Re- 
flection, may perceive in himſelt. 
The firſt of theſe the Biſhop fancies to be 


the only Diſpoſition the Soul can be in for 


Prayer, that this State is eſſential to Prayer, 
according to his Definition, and conſequently 
he excludes the other two. | 
Now I ſhall prove, that a Man may very 


_ - truly and lincerely pray, when in either of 


theſe two laſt Diſpoſitions, and he muſt be in 
one of theſe Diſpoſitions, but that Prayer is 
entirely impracticable in the former, being en- 
firely inconſiſtent with it; and conſequently a 


ral and undiſturbed Addreſs to God, _— 


be Prayer, fince there is not one Sort, or 
cies of Prayer ſubjet to this Definition, and 
therefore. is no Detinition at all of Prayer. 
For Prayer being a Lifting up, an Aſcent, or 
Elevation of the Mind to God, it 1s. certain 
there can be no ſuch Lifting up, Aſcent, or 
Elevation, without a Movement, or Progreſ- 
ſion of the Soul to God ; for thoſe Words im- 
ply a Movement or Progreſſion of the Soul 
towards God, but there can be no Movement, 
no Progreſſion in a calm and motionleſs State, 
and therefore there can be no Prayer. The 
Affections muſt move the Soul to God, or 
there is no Prayer. It is true this is what our 
Author does not care for ; theſe Movements, 
and theſe Affections of the Mind, he tiles, 
Flame and Paſſion, and Perturbation and vio- 
tent Apitations and Diſorder. But are all Paſſi- 
ons, Perturbations, violent Agitations, and 
Diforders 2 Is not Love a Paſſion ? and Hope, 
and Joy 2 And do theſe diſorder and trouble 
the Soul, and put it into a violent Agitation 2 
This Doctrine would re- introduce Stoiciſm in- 
to the World, and Apathy, a very calm and 
temdliſtur bed State indeed, a State of perfect 
Indolence and Inſenſibility; but Religion does 
not teach us to deſtroy our Paſſions, but bridle 
and govern them; and they are ſo far from 
- Evils, that if they are direQed to a right Ob- 


pe, are very good and uſeful to us in the 
Ways of Holineſs, Love, for * os 2 
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Paſſion, and · becomes very ſinful, if it tends 
to unlawful Objects; but if it moves the Soul 
to God, and makes it enamoured with his 


divine Perfections, it is the higheſt Virtue;

. Are theſe Impediments to this holy Exerciſe? 


The Royal Pſalmiſt tells us, that he exerciſed 
Acts of Love, of Hope and Joy, in his Devo- 
tions, he could cry out, that the Dwellings of 
the Lord of Hoſts were amiable, that his Soul 


3? had a Deflre and Longing to enter into the 
+ Courts of the Lord; that he was fo enamou- 


red with the Houſe of Prayer, that he had 


* rather be a Door-keeper in the Houſe of the 
Lord, than to dwell in the Tents of Ungodli- 
* meſs; that in the Lord he bad put his Truſt, 
that his Heart and Fleſb rejoiced in the living 


God, and that he was glad when they ſaid un- 
to him, they would go into the Houſe of the 
Lord; that the Zeal of his Houſe had quite 
eaten him up, Theſe pious Breathings, theſe 
holy Ardors, and fervent Prayers, never di- 
ſturbed his Soul; tho', as they were Prayers, 


and conſequently elevated, or moved the Soul 


towards God, they could not proceed from a 

Soul that was calm and unnoved. 
But, was the Soul never ſo much diſorder'd 

by the Paſſions, yet in ſuch a troubled State 

Prayer may be offered ta God, ſince in 3 

: a otate 
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S2 State the Soul may be elevated to God! 

Nay, it is the Duty of every Soul to do ſo; 
for whom in our Troubles; in our Diſorders of 

Mind, in our Perturbations, ſhould we have 

recourſe to, but to God our Helper. David, 
in all his Afflictions, in all his Troubles, call- 
ed upon God by Prayer. When he was in 
Trouble, he called upon the Lord, and be 
heard him, He complains, that his Soul had 
long lived amongſt them that were. Enemies ta 
Peace; that he lifted up his Eyes unto him that 
awelt in the Heavens; And he earneſtly im- 
plored the Mercy of God, for be was utterly 
deſpiſed ;; that bis Soul was filled with ſcornful 
3 of the wealthy, and with the Deceit- 
fulneſs of the proud. But when he was in the 
greateſt Trouble and Concern that ever Man 
was; in his penitential State, when he ſaw 
the Enormity of his crying Sins of Murder and 
Adultery 3 when his Soul was in the greateſt 
Diſorder in the World, tortured with all thoſe 
Fears and Terrors that uſually attend a trou- 
bled Conſcience, he quaked and trembled, and 
was afraid of the Judgments of an offended 
God, yet he prayed, and humbled himſelf be- 
fore the Throne of Grace, 'To ſee what 
wretched Condition he was then in, how dif- 
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plores the Lord not to rebuke him in his In- 
dignation, nor chaſten him in his heavy Dif 
Pleaſure molt fervently begs for Mercy, 
becauſe he Twas weak, and that the Lord 
would heal him, for his Bones were vexed, 

His Soul ſore troubled; and then entreats the 
Lord to deliver his Soul, and ſave him for his 
Mercy's ſake ;, that he was weary of his gro- 
ning, every Night waſhed his Bed, and wate- 
red his Couch with his Tears ; that the Arrows 
of the Lord ſtuck faſt in him, and his Hand 
preſſed him ſore ;, there was no Health in his 

Hess, becauſe of his Diſpleaſure, neither was 

_ There any Reſt in his Bones, by reaſon of his 
Sin; that his Wickedneſſes were gore over his 

Head, and were like a ſore Burden too heavy 

for him to bear; that he was brought into ſo 

great Trouble and Miſery; he went mourning 
all the Day long, he was feeble, and fore ſmit- 
ten, and roared for the Diſquietneſs of his 
Heart; bis Heart panted, his Strength failed 
him, and the Sight of his Eyes went from him. 
Then he begg'd in the Sorrowfulneſs of his 

Soul, that bis Lord, his God would not forſake 
bim, nor take away his holy Spirit from him; 
that he did not offer to him then the Sacrifices 
of the Juſt, burnt Offerings and Oblations, but 
the Sacrifice of a rroubled Spirit, à broken, 
end contrite Heart. | 

This was the State of this Illuſtrious Peni- 

tent, which no one, I am ſatisfied, can atten- 

BA tively 
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tively read without being moved, except thoſe 
who can read every thing calm and undiſturb- 
d; and was not David's Soul then in great 
rturbution and Diſorder ? Was he not tor- 
tured with uneaſy Paſſions 8 And yet theſe 
were no Impediments to Prayer; tho' Jam 
ſure he was far from being calm and tmdi> 


fhurbed in Mind. 


By all which it clearly appears, as I have 
fard before, that a Soul may be wdi/inrbed, 
without being in a Calm, and that ſome Paſ- 
fions do not deſtroy that 1ndiſiurbedntſs, or 
any wife hinder Prayer, but rather excite it; 
and alfo that a Soul may be very much di-

It will likewiſe follow, that this Author's De- 
fmition of Prayer is falfe, ſince it tannot be 
affirmed of any Sort or Species of Prayer. 
For Prayer being, as I {aid before, an Eleue- 
tron, Aſcent, or Lifting 1p of the Soul to God, 


it is falſe to ſay, that Deprecation and Thank 


giving (which are Species of Prayer) are 
calm Elevations or Movements of the Sbul to 
God, and is juſt the ſame, as if a Man ſhould 
call the Netherlands, The High Lore Con- 
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Beſides, according to theſe Notions, it will 


not only follow, that Perſons in Trouble, Diſ- 


order, and Affliction, are not in a fit Diſpo- 
ſition for Prayer, but alſo that they cannot 
pray at all. Since he makes Prayer eſſentially 
conliſt in a calm and undiſturbed State, and 
therefore eſſentially in no other. And is not 
this a very comfortable Doctrine to all poor 
Wretches, and all Perſons groaning under ſe- 
vere Diſtempers, or other ſharp Afflictions, all 
Priſoners, and thoſe who are under Sentence 


of Death, juſtly, or unjuſtly, that they cannot 


pray at all, becauſe they are not, according 
to him, in ſuch a Diſpoſition as is eſſential to 


Prayer, not calm and undiſturbed. 


Hence it will likewiſe follow, that no one 
that ever was uneaſy and diſordered, under 
the Terrors and Apprehenſions of Death, not 
the holy Apoſtles and Martyrs, nor even our 
Bleſſed Saviour in his Agony and bloody 


 Oweat, ever prayed, or could pray at all. 


But our Reverend Author is reſolved not to 
leave his darling Definition; for in his Anſwer 
to Dr. Snape, p.7. © Prayer (he ſays it again) 
5 1s, in our Lord's own Words, à calm and 
© wndifturbed Addreſs to God. Let it be read 
cover a thouſand times, and examined as of- 
ten, He will venture to affirm, there is not a 


„Mord, or Expreſſion in it, that tends to the 


< raiſing any Diſpoſition of Mind like to Pa- 
* ſon, or Perturbation;* Who fs there i,

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taking Paſſion and Perturbation to be the ſame 
thing? Indeed a violent, diſorderly Paſſion and 
Periurbation is all one; but there are Paſſions 
and Affections of another Nature, which are 
regular, and leave the Soul undiſlurbed, tho? 
not calm, as I have often obſerved before 
but this Reverend Author is reſolved to admit 
no Aſeduim between Calm and Storm; and 
whatever is not Calm, with him muſt be Dif 
order, Tumult, Perturbation, Heat, Flame, 
and Storm, | 

There is no one that I ever heard of, who 
ſaid reading over the Lord's Prayer put them 
into a Rage and Tumult, or Perturbation of 

Mind; but I have known ſeveral that have 
faid it with Attention; and they have declared 
that it ever filled them with Sentiments of 
the Love of God, and elevated their Minds 
above this World. But thoſe pious Movements 
and Affections of the Soul, as they were not 
Perturbation, Tumult, and Diſorder, ſo they 
could not be raiſed in a Calm, which, as I 
have often [hinted above, is quite oppoſite to 
Motion. I do not ſay that every Body has 
theſe ſpiritual Comforts in Prayer ; they are 
not eſſential to Prayer; for a Man may pray 
without them; that is, when God is pleaſed 
to withdraw theſe Conſolations: But then he 
finds in iieu of them, Aridity and Drineſs in 

Prayer, and Sorrow, and Affliction, and thefe 

. move and affect the. Soul in their Way, as 

* | much 
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much as the other, and conſequently hinder 
it from being in a Calm. | 


His Lordſhip, in his Anſwer to Dr. Snape, 


p. 14. Begs it may not offend him, that he de- 


fires no Agitation, nor Diforder in his own 
Houl. More Agitation and Diſorder ſtill: But 
he ought to remember, that theſe Words, Agi- 


tation and Diſorder may be taken two Ways, 
either voluntary, or involuntary. The firſt is, 
when they fignify ſuch Heats and Diſorders, 
as Quakers, or other Enthuſiaſts, generally 
throw themſelves into; the ſecond is, when 
they fignify ſuch Diſorders as the Soul is af- 
fected with, 4 Fear, Sorrow, and the like, 
In both theſe Senſes his Lordſhip is much in 
the right, to deſire they may never come into 
His Soul; the former diſtract, rather than ele- 
vate the Soul to God, and are deluſive; the 
latter, tho' they are not any ways deſirable, 
yet are ſuch as the beſt of Men cannot ſome- 
times help, no more than the worſt (let them 
pretend never ſo much to be calm and undi- 
ſiurbed) but yet do not hinder Prayer. 

He proceeds in the ſame Page, and ſays, if 
the Doctor pleaſed to go on to repreſent this 
(that is, his Deſire not to have Agitations and 
Diſorders in his Soul) a9 not being affe ed with 
the Majeſiy of God, or the Senſe of Sin, or 
the Mercy of God, or the Joys of Heaven; or 
44 482 that every Power of our Souls 
muſt be dormant, becauſe he wayld m—_ 

| Nader - 
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Under/tanding (that unregarded Power of the 
Soul) awake, J 
- If che Doctor, or any one elſe goes on to 
repreſent him after.this Manner, tis no Inju- 
ry to him, it is a neceſſary Conſequence of his 
calm Definition of Prayer; but if he be really 
and 7ruly affected with the Majeſty of God, 
the Senſe of Sin, the Mercy of God, and 
the Joys of Heaven, his Soul will in theſe 
Affections aſcend to God: But then, if he al- 
lows this, he muſt alter his Notion of Prayer. 
He is certainly in the right to keep the Powers 
of his Soul, eſpecially the Underſtanding, 
awake; but I believe it will be a hard Matter 
to do it in a Calm, which is more likely to 
make them fall aſleee. | 
His Lordſhip takes it ill, that the Doctor 
ſhould tell him, that be might be calm and 
emmdifiurFed ;, that is, as he had juſt before 
interpreted this Words, Cold and Lifeleſs, 
which in the next Paragraph he had changed 
for Indolent and Unmoved. But his Lordthip 
has no Reaſon to take it ill, ſince tis what 
neee ſſarily flows from his Doctrines; and his 
ſaying afterwards that he endeavours to preſerve 
himſelf as calm and undiſturbed as he can, 
and that he is more earneft, when out of a 
Paſlion, than in one, is nothing to the Pur- 
poſe. But the Word Paſſion muſt ever be 
Hooked in, or elſe Timult and Diſorder ; for 
with him, a Man that 1s not oe Pg, 
| | mu 
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muſt be in a terrible Agitation, and no one can 
have a gentle Warmth, or Emotion of Spirit, 
but muſt be in dreadful Diforder, and all on 
Fire. But I haveſhewn already, that there are 
Paſſions that do not at all diſturb and diſor- 
der the Soul; and this he would know very 
well, if he would give himſelf time to think 
more orderly; but ſomething muſt be {aid for 
an Anſwer, He may be. as moved, as he 
pleaſes, in what he calls Prayer: I do not 
doubt, notwithſtanding the great Decay of 
Chriſtian Piety, there are yet a great many 
who being ſatisfied that the Worſhip of God 
- ought to be in Spirit and in Trwb, (as he him- 
ſelf expreſſes it in his Sermon) think it their 
Duty not to addreſs that Great Being in a calm 
and /piritleſs Manner, but with all the Warmth 
and Sprightiineſs of Soul they can. SES 
I wall only add, that thefe Notions will, in 
the End, deſtroy the very Being of Prayer ; 
for I never heard but all the World, except 
himſelf, owned Prayer to be a holy Exerciſe; 
and I ſhould be very glad any one would in- 
form me, whether the Notion, or Idea of Ex- 
ercife, does not imply Motion, at leaſt, whe- 
ther it be not ſomething more than fitting at 
one's Eaſe, or falling faſt aſleep. 

But before I quite leave this Head, I can- 
not forbear taking Notice of his Deſcription 
of Quietiſin, which is as juſt as his calm De-

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However, for once we will allow, that 
what he would have ſaid, was, tho' outward 
Expreſſion (as he calls it) might be wanting; 
that the Denomination, not the Mention, of 
Quietiſin, more ſuited to thoſe who were for 
Agitations, &c. than thoſe who were not; 
and indeed he does accordingly tell us, that 
the Eſſence of Quietiſm conſiſted in Paſſion

All her Powers then are in a profound 
Peace and Quiet, calm, undiſturbed, in a 
State of holy Inſenſibility and Ina&ion. *Tis 
in this Stile (how different from his Lord- | 
ſhip, Jet any one judge) that their Au- 
thors expreſs themſelves, as he might have

done the Rights of the Chriſtian Church. 


But the Truth of it is, his Lordſhip con- 
founds the Quietiſt with the Quaker > but 
there is a vaſt Difference. Agitations and 
Shakings ſeem . =p to the Quaker; he 
quakes and trembles, and is in Convulſions, 
and thence he has his Name.

Thus have I evidently made appear, that

And here J muſt entreat the Reader's Pa- 
tience, while I explain the Terms I make uſe 
of as 1 go along; which, tho' it may take up 
ſome time, will de found to be of great Ad- 
vantage, ſince otherwiſe it will be impoſſible to 
detect the Fallacies of this Reverend Author, 
and y open his Equivocations, which he 
leems to take ſo much Delight in, that there 
is not a Page in his Sermon be what abounds | 
with them.

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this complex Term [ The Love of God] im- 

rts two things, either the Love that God 
— to us, or the Love which we bear to 
God, both which are expreſſed by the fame 
Term, tho? they are quite different; but it is 
the latter of theſe, viz.

Love then in general is a Movement of the 
Soul deſiring the Enjoyment of a known, or 
apprehended Good: I ſay known, or ”"—— 
aed; for no Men can love that, of which he 
has no Notion, Idea, or Appre henſion of; and 
the Object of his Love muſt be a certain Good, 
either real, or apparent, otherwiſe he would 
love what was neither realy, nor apparently 
Good, and conſequently would love Evil ag 


Evil, which is impoſſible. 


Now, if this Movement of the Soul tends 
to an inferior Good, 1t will be a Love of an in- 
ferior Good, or the Love of Creatures ; if to 
the ſupream Good, it is undoubtedly a Love of 
the ſovereign Good, or the Love of God. As 
to the | 
2. That is, how this Love of God is pro- 
duced in us. It is evident, as I have obſerved 
before, that the Object of Love is a certain 
Good. Now, that certain Good, in as much 
as it is known and apprehended, is the Cauſe 
of Love; and then it will follow, that the 
Objet of the Love of God is the fovercig 
peak. — 
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Good, or God himſelf: God therefore, as be- 
ing known, or 3 by us, is the Cauſe 
of the Love of God being produced in our 
Souls. For, (as it has been faid,) Good is the 
Cauſe of Love, by way of Object ; but Good 
is not the Object of Deſire, but in as much as 
it is known, or apprehended; and therefore 
Love requires ſome Appre henſion of the Good 
which is loved. And as corporeal Sight, or 
Viſion, is the Principle of Senſitive Love, fo 
in like manner, Contemplation of ſpiritual Beau- 
7 is the Principle of Spiritual Love. Good 
therefore, in as much as it is known, or appre- 
hended by us, is the Cauſe of Love; for no 
one, as I faid before, can love that which he 
has no Notion, Idea, or Apprebenſion of. 

But tho* this Anowledge of God muſt ne- 
ceſſarily precede our loving of him, yet it will 
not thence follow, that we cannot perfely 
love God, becauſe we cannot 2 know 
him: There is a very great Diſparity; for in 
this World indeed it is impoſſible to know God 
perfectly, but we love him perfecilyj when we 
love him with al our Heart, with all our 
Mind, with 4 our Soul, and with 4. our 
Strength; and this we can do, for it is our Du- 
ty, we are commanded to do ſo, 

Now the Reaſon of this Diverſity is, that 
there is ſomething required to che Perfection 
of Knowledge, which is not to the Perfection 
of Love , tor Knowledge belongs to the Un- 
| | bs derſtanding 
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derſtanding or Reaſon, whoſe Buſineſs is to 
diſtinguiſh between thoſe things which are re- 
ally joined together, and in ſome manner, to 
compound thoſe things which are of different 
Natures, by comparing one with another ; and 
therefore, to the Perfection of Knowledge, it is 
requiſite, that a Man know ſeparately and di- 
ſtinctly whatſoever is really in the thing ſup- 
poſed to be the Object of his Knowledge. But 
Love is in the Appetite, or Deſire, which on- 
Iy regards things as they are in themſelves. 
And therefore, to the Perfection of Love, it 
ſaffices, that the thing be loved, as it is appre- 
Hended to be in it ſelt; which plainly ſhews, 
that a thing may be more loved than known, 
and fo it may be perfectly loved, tho? it be not 
perfectly known; as in Sciences eſpecially, 
which ſome Perſons may love, becauſe the 
have a flight, or ſummary Knowledge of them: 
As for Example, they may know that Rheto- 
Tick 18 a >cience which teaches a Man the Rules 
and Method of Perſuaſion, and they may love 
that in Rhetorick. All this is applicable to 
the Love of God, as is evident to any one 
that will make uſe of a little Reflection. 
3. Now the Effects of Love are various; 
but I ſhall content my ſelf to inſtance a ſmall 
Number, the Mention of which will be found

But his Lordſhip tells us (in his Anſwer to 
Dr. Snape's Letter, p. 1 6) that it may ve juſt- 
wonder d at, that a learned Man, and a 
Preacher of the Goſpel ſhould declare, that to 
place the Love of God in keeping his Command- 
ments, is to ſet it as low as poſſible, _ 

If his Lordſhip means, by placing the Love 
of God in keeping bis Commandments, that the 
keeping of the Commandments is a certain 
Sign or Proof that a Man loves God. It is 
true, but it 1s nothing to his Purpoſe. If he 
means, that the keeping of the Commandments 
1s the Definition of the Love of God, it is 
indeed what he ſays in his Sermon, p. 8. but 
1s abſolutely falſe; for, to ſpeak properly (as 
every intelligible Author, one would think 
ſhould endeavour to do) the keeping of the 
Commandments is not the Love of God, but 
the Conſequence, the Effects of the Love of 
God, a Proof and Sign that a Man really loves 
God, as he that does his Maſter's Will ſhewy 
he loves him. Faith is not defined to be good 
Works ; but yet good Works are the only Sign 
and Proof, or Evidence, that a Man believes: 
For, as a Man that has a true and lively Faith, 
will conſequently do good; fo he that truly 
loves God, will keep his Commandments : But

As to the fixth, it is plain, that St. John 
meant only this, that if we loved God, we 


would keep bis Commandments ; and that the

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his Will. The Deſign of this Chapter, as 
appears by the Contents of it, was to ſhew, 
that He that loveth God, loveth bis Children, 
and keepeth his Commandments. And the 
foregoing Verſes make it paſt Contradiction, 


gl which are theſe, viz. I hoſoe ver believerh, 


that Feſus is the Chriſt, is born of God (or a 
Child of God) and every one that loveth bim 
that Fegat, loveth alſo him that is begotten of 
bim; that is, he that loves the Father, will 
conſequently love the Child; and then we are 
told Verſe 2. that we know we love the Chil- 
dren of God, when we love God, and keep his 
Commandments: And he gives this Reaſon; 
For (ſays he) this is the Love of God, that 
we keep his Commandments ;, that is, as if he 
had faid, for the Love of God will cauſe us 
to keep his Commandments. 
This maybe applied to the ſeventh, and laſt. 
In ſhort, we muſt not take the Words of 
the Holy Scriptures, always in the literal 
Senſe 3 nor will his Lordſhip agree we ſhould ; 
he has too great an Averſion to Tranſubſ/lan- 
tiation, to admit this Method, which is moſt 
certainly true, if this may be allowed of. 
Beſides, if the Love of God be the keeping 
of the Commandments, it will follow, that 
the Holy Ghoſt, which is the Love of God, 
is the keeping of the Commandments, which 
is an Abſurdity.

Again, the Love of one's Neighbour is 
ſometimes called Charity, which is properly 
the Love of God; but for all that, the Love 
of one's Neighbour is not, properly ſpeaking, 
the Love of God: We have different Ideas and 
Conceptions of theſe Loves ; and the Church, 
in her Catechiſm (if I may be permitted to 
uſe her Authority) has ranged the Duty we 
owe to God, and the Duty towards our Neigh- 
bour, under two diſtin& Heade. 

Once more, it is ſaid, that he who breaks 
one Commandment, breaks all; but that is 
not literally true: For Committing Adultery 
is not Cutting a Man's Throat; nor the Breach

All which I ſhall by the Help of God, moſt 
evidently and undeniably fake appear in this 
laſt Part, which will be a ſufficient Refutation 
of the novel Doctrines of his Lordſhip, 

But it will- not be unneceſſary firſt to ſet- 
tle the Notion of the Church of Chriſt, It is 
true his Lordſhip tells us (Serm. p. 10.) that 
the Kingdom of Chriſt is the Church of Chriſt ; 
but if we would know from him what the 
Church of Chriſt is, we hall find (p. 11. 
and 12.) that truly the Church of Chriſt is 
the Kingdom of Chriſt; and are we not much 
the better for this Diſcovery ? Thus the King- 
dom of Chriſt is the Church of Chriſt, and 
the Church of Chriſt the Kingdom of Chriſt, and 
the Kingdom of Chriſt the Church of Chriſt; 
and ſo we may run in a Circle for ever. 
This is as if one ſhould fay, a Man is u 
Rational Animal, and a rational Animal is 2 
Man; and is not this a very expeditious er 
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thod to give us a clear and diſtin Notion, or 
Idea of what we deſire to know ? 

Let us ſee then what other People mean 
by Chriſts Church; and all the World, beſides 
himſelf tells us, that the Church is à viſible 
Congregation of the faithful, in which the 

pure Word of God is preached, and the Sa- 
craments duly adminiſtred, and which hath 
not only Power to decree Rites and Ceremonies, 
but Authority in Controverſies of Faith. 

Had this clear and intelligible Author 
given us this plain Definition, or Deſcrip- 
tion of the Church (to uſe his own Words) 
a great deal of Trouble had been ſaved, 

Bur this would not anſwer his End, this 
would have been laying down Principles too 
folid, and making ſtrong too a Foundation 
for his ſandy Superſtructure; his wooden E- 
difice (how bulky ſoever it might have ap- 
peared to be) would have been too much 
expoſed to the Winds, and his Hay and 
Stubble the Sport of every Blaſt. He there- 
fore carefully avoided any Account of the 
Church that might imply any viſtble Authori- 
ty, as quite deſtructive to his favourite Noti- 
ons of Private Judgment in Religion, and 
Private Interpretations of the Holy Scriptures.

Now I find in St. Mqtithews Goſpel, 
Ch. xvlii. V. 17. theſe Words, Tell it unto the 
Church; but if be negloct to hear the Church, 
let him bg unto thee as an Heathen Man, oy 
a Publican, Every body knows what Nott- 
ons the Jews had of Heathens and Publicans ; 
the former were Infidels, and conſequently out

to look on all obſtinate Perſons who will not 
bear his Church, as Heathens and Publicans, 
that ig, excommunicated Perſons, and ſuch 
whoſe dangerous Conyerſation is careſully tg 
be avoided, _ his 2 

Let no one here fancy, that this was meant 
of the cruiſb Church; tor the following Verſe 
ſhevys that our Bleſſed Lord meant it of his 
own Church, or Xingdam, which he was ga- 
bog to eltaglüh in chef World, The Wen 
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Ferily, I ſay unto you {his Diſciples] what- 
ſoever ye ſhall bind on Earth, ſhall bs bound 
in Heaven, and whatſoever ye ſhall looſe on 
Earth, ſhall be looſed in Heaven, r 
It is plain then, our Saviour inveſted his Dif+ 
ciples (as the Apoſtles were called) with an 
Authority of binding. or loo/ing, that is, of 
remitting, or retaining Sins. If it be ſaid, 
that by Diſciples might be underſtood, not on- 
ly the Apoſtles, but ſuch others, both Men 
and Women, who came to hear the Bleſſed 
Jeſus, and be inſtructed by him, it will ſig 
nify little, and does not all prove, that at that 
time he did not direct his Diſcourſe to the Apo- 
ſtles, whom he deſigned ta make his Prieſts 
and Miniſters, and the Princes of his King- 
dom, On the contrary, by other Texts of 
Scripture, it is evident + did; for it muſt be 
remembered, that (Chap, xvi. V. 19.) he had 
promiſed the Keys of Heaven to St, Peter be- 
fore, The Words are, And I will give unta 
thee the Keys of the Kingdom of Heaven: 
And whatſoever thou ſhalt bind on Earth, ſhall 
be bound in Heaven; and whatſoever. tho 
ſoalt looſe on Earth, ſball be looſed in Heaven, 
And that he actually performed his Promiſe, 
and accordingly inveſted him and the reſt of 
the Apoſtles, with this high Authority, by or- 
daining them his Prieſts and Miniſters, is pro- 
yed from St, Fobn's Goſpel, Chap. xx. V. 22, 
23, When he breathed on them the Holy Spi- 
i, 
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rit, and ſaid, Receive ye the Holy Ghoſt, Whoſe 
Sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them, 
end whoſe Sins ye retain, they are retained. 
But I think his Lordſhip [ Anſtwer to Dr. 
Snape' Letter, p. 35. ] does not deny, but 
that the Apoſtles had ſuch high Authority, to 
whick every one was hound to ſubmit in Con- 
ſcience, but will not allow it to their Succeſ- 
ſors, and he very well knows the Reaſon. 

By this, however, it is plain his Lordſhip 
owns the Viſibility of the Church, in the Apo- 
ſtles Days; now I ſhall ſhew, that it muſt be 
likewiſe viſible, and have the ſame Power to 
the End of the World, 

I ſhall only ask whether the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion is not to be preached to the End of the 
World, and whether our Bleſſed Lord did not 
give Commiſſion to the Apoſtles St. Matthew 
Chap. Xxvili. F. 19. to go, and teach all Na- 
tions; and were they not obliged by this Com- 
miſſion to teach all Nations ? But how? In 
their own Perſons? That was impoſſible. They 
were to partake of their Lord's Cup, and 
St. Peter ſtretch forth his Hands | St. John, 
Chap. xxi. V. 18. arid 19.} and be crucified ; 
all Nations then could not be taught by the 
Apoſtles, in their own Perſons ; but partly 
in their own Perſons, they were to teach all 
Nations, and partly in the Perſons of their 
Repreſentatives nl Succeſſors, who "_ to

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ſupply their Places after they had left this 
World. rn; 57 O) 
If then the Succeſſors of tlie Apoſtles were 
to teach and preach the Goſpel, for other- 
wiſe all Nations could not be taught, as is 
ſhewn- before, then theſe Succeſſors had the 
ſame Power of feeding their Spiritual Flock, 
exerciſing the ſame Juriſdiction over the 
Sheep, of curing and healing the Sick, of 
binding and looſing, and driving the rotten and 
ungovernable out of the Fold, as the Apo- 
ſtles had; but this Juriſdiction the Apoſtles 
had in a viſible Church, their Succeſſors 
therefore cannot Exerciſe it but in a viſible 
Church. 48 
Beſides, as this Power of binding and loo- 
ſing was given to the Apoſtles at the fame In- 
ſtant their Divine Maſter had told them, that 
the Church. ſhould be heard under Pain' of 
being eſteemed as an Heathen Man and a 
Publican, it follows, that the Church, which 
was to be heard under ſuch ſevere Penalties, 
was that Church wherein ſuch Power of 
binding and looſing was to be exerciſed : But I 
have already proved, that this Power of bind- 
ing and looſing could not be reſtrained to the 
Apoſtles, no more than the teaching all Na- 
tions, but was to deſcend to their Succeſſors; 
it will therefore neceſſarily follow, that the 
Church which was to be heard under ſuch ſe- 
vere Penalties, was not to be heard in the 
| „ Apoſtles 
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Apoſtles Days only, but in their Scree even 
to * End of the World, that is, it muſt be 
viſible to the End of the World ; for what 


we are to hear and be inſtructed by, we muſt 


have recourſe to, but it is impoſlible to have 
recourſe to an inviſy ble Church to receive In- 
ſtruction, becauſe tis impoſhble to have re- 
courſe to an inviſible Congregation of the 
Faitbful. 2 

Tze Church of Chriſt being then a teach« 
ing Church muſt ever be vi// Pte and muſt 
have viſible Paſtors and Teachers to the 
End of the World, ſince the Church muſt 
continue to the End of the World, and to 
talk of an inuiſihle teaching Church is the moſt 
monſtrous Abſurdity in the World.

Having gained thus much, even from his 
Lordthip, that the Cliurch is a viſible Society, 
(however it may contradict the reſt of his Ser- 
mon) my former De ſcription or Definition 
will ſubſiſt; vis. that 
The Church is a viſible Congregation of the 
Faithful, in which the pure Word of God is 
preached, and the Sacraments duly adminiſtred, 
and which bath not only Power to decree Rites 
and Ceremonies but Authority in Controverſies | 
Though this Digreſſion is longer than I 1 
could have wiſhed, yet will it be not at all 
uſeleſs in our preſent Examination, I ſhall 
now with as much Brevity as the Matter will 
allow prove my Six Aſſertions laid down ins 
the beginning of this laſt Part. And, 
1. I ſhall ſhew how Chriſt is the King or 
Head of his Church or Kingdom, and of all 
Men that ever were, now are, or ſhall be in 
the World, and of all Angels. os” 
That Chriſt is the Head of the Church we 
have a clear Text of Scripture, vis. ¶Epiſt. 
St. Paul to the Epheſtans, chap. 1. v. 22. and 
part of the 23. ] And hath put all things

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For as the Church is compared to a Body, 
ſo Chriſt's is very rightly ſaid to be the Head 
of that Body, as well on account of the Su- 
blimity and perfect Fulneſs of Grate, as on 
account of the Virtue and Power he has of 
_ Influencing that __ | 
The Apoſtle teaches us | Romans 12. and 
1 Epiſt. to Corinthians 12.] that as the whole 
Church is One Myſtical Body, by Simili- 
tude to the natural Body of a Man, which 
has ſeveral Acts, according to its ſeve- 
ral Members; fo Chriſt is ſaid to be the 
Head of the Church, by the like Similitude 
of a Man's Head; in which we may conſi- 
der three things in relation to a Head, 


1. Its Order. 
2. Its Perfection. 
3. Its Virtue or Power, 


1. As to Order, it is certain that the Head 
is the chiet, or principal Part of Man, whence 
it comes to paſs, that every Beginning or Prin- 
ciple is commonly called the Head of that of 
which it is the Beginning-or Principle, accor- 
ding to Ezek. chap. 16. ver. 25. Thou baſ 
built up thy high Place | or ſet up the Sign 
of thy Whoredoin]̃ at every Head of the ay, 
as to 

2. Perfection. It is evident, that all the 
Scaſ $ both exterigur and interiour are ſeated 
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in the Head, and there live, and are perfected; 
when in other Members there is only the 
Touch. The Head then is the moſt perfect and 
moſt honourable ; thus it is ſaid, 1/aiab chap. 
9. v. 15. that The Ancient and Honourable, 
ke is the Head, Then if we conſider, 

3. Its Virtue or Power, It is alſo evident, 
that the Pomer and Motion of the other Mem- 
bers, and their Government, in their ſeveral 
Ads, is from the Head, by reaſon of the 
Senſitive and moving Power there reigning. 
And thus a Ruler, Prince or King is ſaid to 
be the Head of the People, Samuel chap. 15, 
v. 17, — When thou waſt little in thine 
own Sight, waſt thou not made the HE AD 
of the Tribes of Irael; and the Lord anoint- 
ed thee King over [{ael ? 

Now all this is ſpiritually applicable to 
Chriſt, firſt, by reaſon of his Nearneſs to 
God, his Grace is of a much. higher and 
more fublime Nature than others, becauſe 
all others have received Grace in reſpect to 
his Grace, according to the Apoſtle Rom. 8. 
v. 29.] For whom he did foreknow, he alſo. 
did predeſtinate to be conformed to the Image 
of his Son, that he might be the Firſt Born 
among many Brethren. |

He is the Saviour of all Men, eſpecially thoſe 


bat believe, and [1 Jobn,. chap. 2. v. 2.) 
He is the Propitiation for our Sins, and not 
for ours only, but alſo for the Sins of the 
whole World; but to fave Men, and to be 


a Propitiation for their Sins, agrees with 


Chriſt as a Head, therefore Chrift is the 
Head of all Men, tho' indeed he be not 
ſo in all its Reſpects, and aſter the ſame

thus therefore it muſt be ſaid, that taking it 
generally in reſpe& of all Times of the World

or very imperf:&ly ſo, by a lifeleſs Faith, 
who after a Manner may be faid to be u- 
nited to Chriſt, in as much through Chriſt 
they may recover the Life of Grace, for Faith 
without Works is dead; and ſuch perceive ſome 
ſmall A& of Life from Chriſt (that is, they 
believe) in the ſame Manner as a mortified 
Member, may be faid to be moved by the 
Man whoſe Member it is. ; | 
To the third Objection, I anſwer, that 
the Holy Fathers under the Law did not 
inſiſt upon the Sacraments of the Law as 
on Things, but only as on Images and Sha- 
dos of Things that were to come, and 
therefore in keeping the Sacraments of the 
Law were by ſuch Means carried on to Chriſt 
by the fame Faith and Love as we are, an 
ſo theſe ancient Fathers belonged to the ſame 
Body of the Church as we do.

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- Chriſt is alſo Head of all Angels. 

For as Men and Angels are advanced to 
the Fruition or Enjoyment of God's Glory, ſo 
therefore may Chriſt be rightly called the 
Head of Angels as well as Men, 

Beſides, -where there is but one Body there 

ean neceſſarily be but one Head: Now the 
Body is faid to be one Multitude which have 
Order or Relation to one Thing by their dif- 
ferent Acts and Offices; but it is manifeſt that 
both Angels and Men have one and the ſame 
End, which is the Fruition or Enjoyment of 
God's Glory, wherefore the myſtical Body of 
the Church does not only conſiſt of Men, but 
of Angels. But of all this Multitude Chriſt is 
Head, as being much nearer to God and.more 
perfectly Partaker of his Gifts than either An- 
els or Men, and it is by his Influence that 
oth Men and Angels receive the Gifts of 
God ; for it is ſaid Epheſ. I. v. 21, 22. that 
God the Father hath ſ# him | Chriſt] at his 
own right Hand in the heavenly Places, fur 
above all Principality, and Power, and Might, 
and Dominion, and every Name that is named, 
not only in this World, but alſo in that which 
# to come, and hath put all Things under his 
Feet; and therefore Chriſt is not the Head of

If it be faid the Heads and the Members 
are of the ſame Nature, but that Chriſt being 
Man as well as God, is not, in that Reſpect, 
of like Nature with the Angels, but of like 
Nature with Men, as it is faid 3 to the 
Hebrews, chap: 24 v. 16. he took not on him 
the Nature of Angels, but he took on him the 
Seed of Abraham; or that Chriſt is the Head 
of thoſe who belong to the Church, which is 
his Body ; but that Angels do not belong to 
the Church, and are no Members of the 
Church, ſince the Church is a Congregation of 
the Faithful, and that Angels do not walk by 
Faith, but by Light. It muſt be remember d 
that Chriſt's Influence. is principally on Men, 
in regard of their Souls, according to which 
[208 Souls] Men are like Angels at leaſt in 
the general, if not ſpecifick Nature; and in 
reſpect of this Conformity Chriſt is the Head 
of Angels: It muſt alſo be remember'd, that 
when Chriſt is called the Congregation of the 
Ezirhful, it is when the Church is conſidered in 
her militant State, or as ſhe is travelling to her 
Country, But in her triumphant State, that is, 
in as much as ſhe is in her Country, ſhe is 
called the Congregation of thoſe that enjoy the 
Bliſs of God, or the Congregation of the JI. 
Forious. Now Chriſt was not only a Tra- 
veller in the Way, but has arrived in his 
Country, and therefore _ is the * of

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this Congregation: alſo; as having in the fulleſt 
Manner all Grace and Glory. 
Ihus have I ſhewn, that Chriſt is the King 
or Head of his Church or Kingdom, and of

2. That appointing under him other Heads 
or Governors of his Church or Kingdom, in

This will appear if we conſider that any 
King whatſoever - that appoints any Vice-Ray, 
any Lieutenant, Deputy or Vicegerent, to ſup- 
ply his Place in any of his Dominions, with 
fill Powers to ac in his Name, and repreſent 
his Perſon, to make kftiown his Will and Plea- 
ſure to his Subjeas, to make new Laws on 
Occaſion, the better to have his Will and 
Pleaſure performed and executed, and bind his 
People to their Duty, can never be ſaid by 
ſuch Deprration to leſſen his Royaly, or give 
up his Sovereignty : On the contrary, the 
very Notion of a Vice-Roy, Lieutenant, De- 
puty or Vicegerent, implies a Superior Power, 
and he who ſupplies the Place of a King by 
his Commiſſion and Authority, can never be 
ſaid tobe an Uſurper, | 
The 
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The Queſtion now will be, whether ſuch 
Deputy, by making new Laws, does not uſurp 
the Authority of his Sovereign, and make 
himſelf King in his Maſter's ſtead ? undoubt- 
edly he does, if he makes ſuch Laws in his 
own Name, and by his own Authority; but 
if he does it by his Maſter's Authority, and in 
his Maſter's Name, and has ful! Powers in his 
Commiſſion granted by his Maſter, and this 
Maſter ratifies every Thing he does by his 
Commiſſion as he had promiſed, he is fo far 
from being an Uſurper, that if he did not act 
according to the Commiſſion, he would be a 
very faithleſs Miniſter. 5 MS. 
I 0 this it may be ſaid, that there is a vaſt 
Difference between Chriſt's Kingdom and 
other Kingdoms; that other Kings are not 
by ſuch Deputation: depoſed of their Royalty, 
becauſe they ſometimes do and may interpoſe. 
And may not Feſtus Chriſt if he pleaſes ? It is 
a bad Argument to argue from a Perſon's 
mat doing a Thing, that he never will or can 
Om . 
His Lordſhip allows indeed the Apoſtles to 
have full Power and Authority granted to 
them, but their Succeſſors; and why? be- 
cauſe truly the Apoſtles were immediately 
commiſſioned from Jeſus Chriſt, and their Suc- 
ceſſors not; but does it follow therefore, 
that their Succeſſors did not receive this Au- 
Thority from zhem > 2 jaſt the fame

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as to ſay, that if a Prince grants a Commif- 
ſion of an Office to a Man, and his San after 
him, the Son, after his.

The ward ABSOLUTE (which his Lord 
ſhip is ſo very fond of, that it muſt be print- 
ed in Capitals to make it the more he taken 
Notice of) will hear a double Senſe, either 
what is perſonally abſolute, or derivatively ab- 
ſolute. A-perſonal abſulugs Authority no one 
ever Fad but Jeſus Chriſt; ſuch an Authority

perly Heads, Law-givers or Kings, and there- 
fore Chriſt is not then properly fo, and conſe- 

quently would ceaſe to be King 

But on the contrary, I affirm there may be 
other Heads, or other Lawgivers -[as I juſt 
now explained the Term] and properly fo 
too without any Uſurpation, of the Royal 
Dignity of Chriſt. For theſe Heads, and 
theſe Law-Givers acting under the Direction, 


and Authority of their Supream Lord are un- 


doubtedly Yice-Roys, or inferiour Heads or 
Governours ; and if Chriſt be properly the 


Supream Lord, theſe are properly Vice-Roys, 


and properly Inferiour Heads or Governours. 

But tho' it be proper to Chriſt, in the high- 
eſt Degree of Propriety to be the Head of 
his Church, according to Interiour Influx ; 
yet according to the exteriour Government 
of the Church, others may be ſaid to be like- 
wiſe Heads of the Church, without any Difi- 
nition of his Regal Authority. 1 
Now it muſt be obſerved that the Head 
influences the Body two ways. 1ſt, By a 
certain intrinſick Influence or Influx, that is, 
inaſmuch as the Senſitive and Motive Virtua 
is derived from the Head to the other Mem- 
bers. 2dly, According to external Govern- 


ment, that is. inaſmuch as a Man is directed in 


extariour Acts by the Sight and other Senſes, 


which 
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Which are, as it were, rooted in the Head. 
But the Interiour Inu of Grace is. from 
Chriſt alone, whoſe Hunjan Nature, inaſ- 
much as it is joyned to his Divine, has the 
Power of Juſtitication, But an Influx to the 
Members of the Church, as to external Go-

vernment may agree to others, and therefore 


hers may he faid to be Heads of the Church, 
but in a different manner from Chriſt. For, 
© It, Chriſt is Head of all thoſe who be- 
long to the Church in all Places, Times and 
I Stafts ; but other Men are called Heads ac- 
cording to ſome ſpecial Places, as Biſhops are 
Heads of their Churches, or as an Archbiſh 
is Head of his Provincial Church, according 
to ſome determined Time, that is, during his 
Life, or according to ſome determined State, 
that is, as they are all in this World travelling 
an to their Heavenly Country. n 
2dh, Chriſt is not only Head of his Church, 
as to all Places, Times and States, but alſo 
he is Head of the Church by his own Power 
and Authority, Peculiar, and in the higheſt 
Degree, Proper to himſelf, but others are 
Heads, as I often ſaid before, only, inaſmuch, 
as they ſupply the Place of Chriſt, and re- 
eſent his Perſon, according to what St. Paul 
tays, (2 Epiſt. Corinth, chap. 2. v. 10.] for if 
I forgave. any thing to whom I forgave it for 


a our ſelves, forgave I it in the Perſon of 
Chrif, And — in another Place [ Chap. 5. 
ver. 


or KINGDOM. 
ver. 20.7] he ſays, We are Ambaſſadoys for 
Chriſt, as though God did beſeech you, by us, 
We pay you in Chriſts ſtead, | . - 
The Apoſtles then being delegated by 
Chriſt, and veſted with his Authority, as 
ſoon as their Lord aſcended into Heaven 
(for when he was on Earth, he exerciſed his 
own Authority and Juriſdiction himſelf) they 
began to preach the Holy Goſpel, and make 
new Laws, as in fact they did in the Coun- 
cil of Jeruſalem, where they determined, 
that Circumciſion and other monies of 
the Law might be omitted, and the Faithful 
be obliged only t abſtain from Pollutions of 

Idole, and from Fornication, and from things 
ſtrangled, and from Blood [ Acts chap. xv. 20. 

It is true it may be ſaid this was done 5 
by the Direction of the Holy Ghoſt, it was MK 
fo, by Direction of that very fame Holy and ] 
Bleſſed Spirit, who according to Chriſt's Pro- 
miſe ſhould teach them all things, and guide 
them into all Truth, and defend his Hol 
Church from Error, and the Gates of Hell 
ſhould never prevail againſt it. 

But that the Holy Ghoſt was likewiſe to 
be conveyed down to the Apoſtles Succeſ- 
ſors, as alſo the ſame Power and Authori- 
ty they themſelves received from Chriſt, is 
is evident from the Holy Scripture, and may 
be ſeen by any one * thoſe that will not 


ſee, 


— 
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ſee, or in the Language of the Scripture have 
Eyes and ſee not; \. 

For in St. Mat them's Goſpel, we find our 
Bleſſed Lord, after his Reſurrection, ſpeaking 
theſe words to his Diſciples ; viz. Al Power 
is given to me in Heaven and Earth. Go ye 
therefore and teach all Nations, Baptizing 
them ir. the Name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghoſt ;, Teaching them 
to obſerve all things whatſvever I bave com- 
manded you, and lo I am with you to the End 
of the World; that is, he would be with 
them to the End of the World, by his Holy 
Spirit (for he could be with them no other- 
wiſe, fince he was then aſcending to his Fa- 
ther.) But all Nations could not be taught 
and baptized, otherwiſe than by the Apoſtles, 
and their Succeſſors, to the End of the World; 
therefore Jeſus Chriſt was, by his Spirit, to 
be, not only with the Apoſtles but their Suc- 
ceſſors alſo, to the World. And conſequent- 
ly not only this Divine Commiſſion of preach- 
ing the Word of God, and baptizing, but al- 
ſo Chriſt's Promiſe of his perpetual Aſſiſtance 
of his Church by his Holy Spirit, reached, 
not only the Apoſtles, but their Succeſlors to 
the End of the World. 

Hence 1t will alſo follow, that the Power 


of binding and looſing, remitting and retain- 


ing Sins, was likewiſe to continue ever in the 
Church to the End of the World; as allo, 
that 


— 
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that Command of Chriſt, of hearing the 
Church under the ſevereſt Penalties, muſt 

continue to the End of the World. 

We are told that whoſoever makes new = 
Laws in Chriſt's Kingdom becomes himſelf, 3 
the proper Law-giver, and Uſurper on Chriſt's A 
Authority. What then are they, who con- A 
trary to Chriſt's poſitive Command, or Law, 
dare teach the Church is not to be heard, no 
farther than we like her? I am ſure teaching 
that the Church is nct to be heard is ſetting S 
up a qu'te contrary Law to that which com- 
mands the Church to be heard. So that we 
are reduced now to this Neceſſity, either to 
believe Jeſus Chriſt, or the Biſhop of Bangor, 
but, J hope, I ſhall never be fo unhappy, as 
to believe one Member of a Society, who f 
tells me, I need not give Credit to all the 
Members of that Society togetner. g f 

But to return to the Churches Authority ) 
affirm, and will evidently prove, that Jeſus 
Chriſt, not only gave u Powers to the A- ö 
poſtles, to act in his Name, but they convey- 
ed likewiſe the ſame full Powers to their Suc- | 
ceſſors, and that not only the Apoſtles, but | 
their Succeſſors have made new Laws, which | 
bound Mens Conſciences, and then I thall have | 
ſufficiently proved this third Aſſertion. 

St. Paul tells us | 1 Corinth. chap. 4. v. 1.] 

That the Miniſters of Chriſt are the Diſpen- 
ſers, or Stewards of the — of God. 
2 But 
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But every Diſpenſer or Steward muſt have the 
Keys of that which he is Diſpenſer or Steward 


of; now the Keys of the Divine Myſteries are . 


the Keys of the King dom of Heaven, and there- 
fore the Miniſters of Chriſt's, who are Stew- 
ards, or Diſpenſers of the Divine Myſteries, 


or Myſteries of God, muſt have the Keys 4 


the Kingdom of Heaven, that is, as our Ble 

ſed Saviour expounds it L 16 Chap. of St, 
Matthew, v. 19.] The Power of binding and 
looſing, or of opening or ſhutting the Ring- 
dom of Heaven, This Power Jeſus Chriſt 
had, and he could give it to the Church, and 


and in fat he did give it to the Church, 


ſince out of his Side, as he ſlept on the Croſs, 
flowed the Holy Sacraments, which build up 


_ and eſtabliſh the Church. 


This will more ppl appear, if we con- 
{ider, that in corporal Things a Key is that 


, Inſtrument which opens or locks a Door: But 
the Door of the Kingdom of Heaven is ſhut 


to us by Sin, and therefore that Power which 
removes ſuch Obſtacle is called the Key. Now 
the Power to remove ſuch Obſtacle, tho' it 
be in the Holy Trinity, yet is it alſo in 


Chriſt (who, tho' he was God, was alſo 


Man) through the Merits of his Paſſion, which 
likewiſe is ſaid to open unto us the Door of 
the Kingdom of Heaven. And becauſe out 
of the Side of Chriſt as he ſlept on the Croſs, 
Lowed the Holy Sacraments, of which rhe 

| Church 
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Church is built, therefore there remains the 
Efficacy of his Paſſion in the Sacꝛaments of 
the Church: And for that reaſon alſo Pow- 
er to remove ſuch Obſtacles is conferred on 
the Miniſters of the Church, who are Se- 
ards of the Myſteries of God, that is Diſ- | 
penſers of the Holy Word and Sacraments, 
not properly ſpeaking their own Power (for a 
Miniſter, as the Word imports, as ſuch acts 
for another) but a delegated divine Power, 
and by Virtue of Chriſt's Paſſion, which Pow- 
er is metaphorically called the x7 b of the 
Church, or the Keys of the Miniſtry. 
This Power the Apoſtles were veſted with, 
but if this Power did not deſcend to their 
Succeſſors it muſt have expired at their Death, 
which his Lordſhip ought to prove by clear- 
er Texts of Scripture than thoſe which inti- 
mate the contrary, but then there would be 
an end of the Diſpenſation of all divine My- 
ſteries or Sacraments whatſoever, and conſe- 
uently of the Church of Chriſt too, as I 
thall ſhew more at large in my fifth Af 
ſertion. | | 
Now the Unworthineſs of the Miniſters do 
not hinder the Effect of the Sacraments, or 
other Holy Inſtitutions of Chriſt, becauſe they 
do not act in their own own Name, but in 
Chriſt's, and by virtue of his Authority com- 
mitted ro them; and ſo the Grace of Chriſt 
is as effectually conveyed to us, though by the 


Miniſtry 
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Miniftry of wicked Men (which it is impoſ- 
ſible to hinder being in the Church) as 4 
King's Pardon may be given by a wicked 
Judge, who nevertheleſs acts by his Prince's 
Aut _ and Commiſſion. 

T think I have clearly proved that the Apo- 
ſtles, by virtue of their Prince's Commiſſion 
made new Laws in Chriſt's Kingdom, as is e- 
evident by the famous Decree in the firſt 
Council of Feruſalem, where they decreed 
againſt Circumciſion, &c. Fornication, Things 
ſtrangled, and Blood, c. [Acts, chap. 15. 
v. 20.] and I hope none will be fo hardy as 
to ſay, this Law or Decree did not bind Mens 
Conſciences, that is, that Men were not obli- 
ged in Conſcience to obey ſuch Law or De- 
cree. I ſhall now ſhow that the Church like- 
wiſe, after their Days, made likewiſe new 
Orders and Decrees to bind Mens Conſci- 
ences, without uſurping Chriſt's Royal Au- 
thority. | 
I ſhall inftance firſt in aboliſhing entirely 
the Sabbath, which is expreſly againſt the 
poſitive Law of God, not only as ſet forth in 
the Decalogue, but againſt ſeveral Texts of 
Scripture, whereby God commands the Sab- 
bath to be kept for ever. Now if the Church 
had no Authority to abrogate this Law, it is 
certain the Chriſtian World for fo many 


Ages, and we that now are, have incurred a ter- 
: rible 
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rible guilt, and may well be reckoned amongſt 
thoſe who are Contemners of God's Holy 
Word and Commandments. 

Let no one ſay, that the Sabbath is not 
aboliſhed, but only transferred from one Day 
to another,” for this is not only a monſtrous 
Abſurdity, but will not at all help the Mat- 
ter, for by what Authority dare we to make 
ſuch Change, the Scriptures are ſilent, and 
to call Sunday the Sabbath 1s calling the firſt 
Day of the Week the ſeventh for the Sab- 
bath is the ſeventh Day; ſo then the firſt 
Day being not the ſeventh Day no more 
than any other Day in the Week, cannot be 
the Sabbath ; for Sunday 1s not Saturday no 
more than Sunday is Monday, | 

Neither does any Body as I know or have 
heard of, keep the Sunday as the ems do the 
Saturday or Sabbath Day; the moſt rigorous 
Obſervers of the Lord's Day do not now 
{cruple dreſſing their Sunday's Dinner, or 
think a Man ought to be ſtoned for picking 
up of a few Sticks to make a Fire. 

But whether abrogated or changed is no- 
thing to the Merits of the Cauſe, the Que- 
ſtion ſtill returns, by what Authority dare we 
do this, and yet pretend the Commandments 
of God are to be kept? If the Love of God, 
according to his Lordſhip, be keeping of the 
Commandments, what is the open Breach of 


one of the Principal of God's Commandments? 


What 
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What muſt we ſay in particular of the Church 
of England, which recites in her moſt ſolemn 
Service this Commandment that obliges the 
keeping of the Sabbath, and deſires that God 
would incline the Hearts of the Faithful to 
this Law, and at the ſame Time does 
not believe they are bound to keep it? 

Every Body knows the Apoſtles them- 
ſelves kept the Sabbath or ſeventh Day, and 
frequented the Temple and Synagogues at the 
ſolemn Services on that Day, had they not 
done ſo, or had they told the Jews that the 
Sabbath was no more, we ſhould have moſt 
certainly have heard of it; for thoſe who 
made ſo much Noiſe and Clamour of our Sa- 
Saviour's healing on the Sabbath Day, would 
not have been ſilent if a Company of poor 
Fiſhermen had told them the Sabbath was at 
an End. The Truth of it is Jeſus Chriſt is 
the Lord 'of the Sabbath, and therefore has 
Power to abrogate it, but as we find he did 
not in his Life-time, nor do we find that the 
Apoſtles did by any Thing we can gather out 
of the Holy Scriptures, we muſt conclude 
the Primitive Church entirely aboliſhed this 
Law, by virtue of that divine Commiſſion and 
Authority, the Lord of the Sabbath granted 
to the Apoſtles who again conveyed the fame 
to their Succeſſors. I am ſure if this be not 
ſo, all Chriſtians have made very bold with

If it is faid this Prohibition was only for a 
Time, it muſt be remembered that Forni- 
cation is forbidden in that very ſame Decree, 
and was Fornication forbidden only for a 
Time? And becauſe Men may now without 
any Scruple of Conſcience at all eat Blood 
and Things ſtrangled, may they commit For- 
nication without any, .>cruple of Conſcience 
at all? Or when the Church took off this, 
Prohibition, and * the Faithful to

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- eat Blood and Things ſtrangled, did She at tlie 
ſame Time allow them to commit Fornication? 
I know this Knot is not inſoluble but that hand 
that unties it, firmly Eſtabliſhes the Divine 
aur te of Chriſt's Church, for if She has 
not this Divine Authority, to judge and deter- 
mine in Affairs of Conſcience, and to make 
new Laws and aboliſh old Ones, we are 
bound in Conſcience to keep the Seventh Day,

ments import ſo much, Bread and Wine in 
the Holy Sacrament of the Euchariſt, and 
Water in that of Baptiſm are all external 
things, things of this World, Churches and 
grher Editices tor Gad's Service all Rites and 

Ceremanies, 
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Ceremonies, and decent Comportment at our 
Devotions are all external things, and things 
of this World. Thoſe who bear Chriſt's Divine 
Commiſſion to teach and baptize, to rule and 
govern, to bind and looſe in his Kingdom up- 
on Earth, ho are veſted with ſuch high Au- 
thoxity and Privileges, dignify'd with the Ti- 
tle of a Royal Prieſt hood, who are Kings and 
Princes in his Kingdom upon Earth are all of 
this World; in ſhort, as I faid before, the Church 
being a Congregation of the Faithful is a Con- 
gregation of Men that believe, who conſequent- 
ly neither are, or can be People of another, 
but of this World.

Now as to ſpiritual Matters, if the Church 
of England muſt hold nothing that the Peo- 
ple in the Church of Rome do, ſhe muſt have 
no Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons, becauſe they 
have; muſt not ſay the Lord's Prayer, or 
hold the Three Creeds, becauſe that Church _ 
does; muſt throw away her Liturgy, becauſe 
the Pſalms, Collects, —_ and Goſpels in 
the Common Prayer Book are the ſame as in 
the Breviary and Miſſal. The Church of 
Rome holds Seven Sacraments, Two of which 
are held by the Church of England. But, by 
this Rule, they are Two too many, and ſhe 
may throw them quite away ; but then ſhe 
throws her ſelf away at the fame time: For 
a Church without Sacraments is no Charch 
at all, for a Congregation, e*c. where the 
Sacraments are not adminiſtred, is not a Con- 
gregation, &c, where the Sacraments are ad- 
adminiſtred. | 

There are ſome People, in the World, who 
are ſo averſe to nc — — K is 
Popiſh (ſay they) that they wi of no 
* "I Theſe are a * quiet, harm- 
leſs, calm and undiſturbd Sort of People, that 
do not amuſe themſelves with ſuperſtitious 
Follies, as Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies, 
or any thing that may trouble their Repoſe 
and Peace. 

Perhaps it may be for the Meridian of ſuch 
good humour'd, eaſie _ that this Ser- 
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mon was calculated to rid them of eternal Su- 

tions, Doubts, and Perplexities, and ſew 

illows under their Arms: For, in fact, this 
Sermon has made quick diſpatch with all Sa- 
craments and Churches in the World. 

But Men ought to have a particular Care, 

that whilſt = fly from what they imgine 
Popery, they do not drop into (I do not ſay 
the Sanctuary, but) the very Sink of Athei ſin 
and Infidelity. 

There is a certain Great Man (as he thinks 
himſelf) in the World, a Mathematician, who 
will not believe the Trinity and Divinity of 
our Bleſſed Saviour, becauſe theſe Tenets are 
Popiſh (as he calls them) but by the ſame Pa- 
rity of Reaſon he might deny the Being of a 
God. His Principles (if I may ſo call them) 
are of the ſame Level with thoſe of his Lord- 
ſhip, he denies all Church Authority as Po- 
piſh, and ſets up for private Judgment in Re- 
ligion, and private Interpretation of Scripture, 
and I doubt not believes himſelf as competent a 
Judge of both, and as capable to execute the 
paſtoral Charge ; unhappy Flock who has 
ſuch a Shepherd!) Unhappy Church of Eng- 
land, which according to the Doctrines laid 
down by this Author and his Adherents, muſt 
be reduced to this fatal Neceſſity, either to 
embrace Popery, or elſe ſuch Notions as muſt 
inevitably terminate in Atheiſm ! How will

But this is not the Caſe of the Church of 
England alone, all Reformed Churches in the 
World are reduced to the fame fatal Neceſſity. 
For there never yet was any Body of Chriſti- 
ans that formed themſelves into a Society, but 
had ſome Sort of Order and Government, 
knowing otherwiſe ſuch Society could not ſub- 
ſiſt. They had their Terms of Communion, 
which they obliged all the Members conſcien- 
tiouſly to aſſent to, that is, which they look - | 
ed upon to bind the Conſciences of Men, and | 
or had their ſeveral Diſciplines to correct | 
Delinquents, and their Excommunications, for 
corrupted Members. We have heard of the 
Aſſembly of Engliſh Divines, the Synods of 
French Proteſtants at Verceil and Charenton 5 
the famous Confeſſions of Augsburg and Ge- 
neva, theſe were looked upon as proper Me- 
thods to keep the Peace and Unity of thoſe ſe- 
veral Churches; and not to ſet up Stupidi- 
ty and Sleep for Peace, as our Reverend Au- 
thor elegantly expreſſes it [Sermom, pag. 24. 
"1  _ 
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100 Of Chrif's CHURCH, 
ver. 5. ] They were not of Opinion that 6 
Man could be faved, let him believe what bs 
would; and they knew Excommunication Was 
putting a Man out of the Church, but that if 
the Church was a Body compoſed of all the 
motley. Seas in the World there would be no 
ä of a Man out of the Church, or ex- 

communicating him, without putting of him 
at the ſame time out of the World. 

I muſt confeſs talking of Excommunications 
and Ecleſiaſtical Cenſures to Perſons who do 
Not believe one Word of them, 1s not likely 
= do much Good ; but let ſuch pleaſant Gen- 
tlemen, who call the Church 2 Es Cir- 
cle, and the Sacraments Mechaniſin and Charm 
know,._ it is dangerous to ſport with Hoh 
Things, and that thoſe who communicate wit 
a Church which holds for Truth that which 
is ſo much the Subject of their Merriment and 
KRuilery, who pronounce her Abſolutions, and 

ſubſcribe; to her Articles (which teach theſe 
Truths) in the moſt ſolemn manner, profeſ- 
ſing to, 4/ens and conſent to them in the Pre. 
ſence' of Almighty God, and teach others ſo 
to do are (to make the beſt of them) the 
Worſt: of Hypoerites ; and if that Church 
dots uot. ſpeedily, rid her ſelf of ſuch rotten 
Members, another Church beſides that of 
Pn will be uſe, Sink of ernte 1 the 
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or KINGDOM. 101 
But is not it very hard to incur the Cenſures 
of the Church, and Excommunication, if I 
act upon Principles of Conſcience, and upon 
good Grounds 2 
It is, indeed, a very hard Caſe to. deſerve 
to be Excommunicated, but as to the Plea of 
Conſcience, and upon good Grounds, I ſhall 
ask this Querift, — is Judge of the Grounds 
that are pretended, whether they are good or 
not? If he ſays he is Judge as to himſelf; 
I would ask him again, whether the Church 
is not likewiſe Judge as to her ſelf? And if 
the Church thinks the Grounds are not good, 
and nor equivalent to the great Miſchief of 
| Schiſms and Diviſions to the Souls of Men, 
whether ſhe may not think that thoſe who bear 
not the Authority of God in vain are obliged to 
controul this Plea of Conſcience for Example 
to others, and the Preſervation of the publick | 
Peace of the Church? For we cannot deny 
Liberty of Conſcience to the Wai while 
we aſſert it as the Right of eve n, and 
who would deſire that _ Chun, of of . 
he is Member, ſhould have no Conſcience. at 
all? But if the Church has Conſcience, « 
whether ſhould the Churches Conſcience, or 
that of a Schiſmatich, take place? For if they 
interfere, one muſt give place to the other,

Submitting to, and hearing the Church can a- 
mount to any more than a Doubt, at the beſt, 
and a doubtful Duty muſt not take Place a- 
gainſt a cer/ain Duty; and it is a certain Du- 
ty to hear and obey the Church in things 
purely Spiritual. Therefore if I only doubt 
whether the thing be lawful, the Authority of 
the Church muſt over- rule, becauſe God has 
certainly commanded me to hear the Church 
under Pain of Damnation. ' 
For after all the Noiſe and Clamour againſt 
the Churches Authority, it is certain we have no 
other Way of being ſaved, but by Submitting 
to her Authority, | becauſe according to the

And Faith, we are told, comes by Hearing, 
no ſay our new Divines, it c mes by Reading, 
a Man muſt, fay they, have Recourſe to the 
Original Writings of the Apoſtles, the Scrip- 
tures, and there he will find it.

ticles of Faith, as they have received from the

ſtudy Divinity, nay, and preach too, for b

- would make the Church which is deſcribed in 
the Holy Scriptures to be like a beautiful Bo- 
dy, of exact Sym —9 4 and Proportion with 
Subordination of Members, all ſubject to the 


Head, a hideous deformed Monſter compoſed 
of an Infinity of frightful Heads, with no 


Members at all. 

But muſt' a Man never read the Scriptures ?' 
What then were they written for? I never ſaid 
ſo, undoubtedly the HolyScriptures were written 
for our Enſample and Inſtruction. Let a Man 
therefore read them in the Name of God, but 


then let him read them as they were deſigned 


to be read, not with a too curious Eye, but 


with the Spirit of Love and Humility; let 


him imagine in reading thoſe ſacred Pages he 


hears God himſelf ſpeaking to him, and he 
will there find that thoſ high Myſteries, he 


cannot comprehend, muſt be 1 * with Hu- 
mility, that he muſt captivate his Underſtands 


ing, that ſome of the Scriptures themſelves 
are bard to be 3 and which the

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Unlearned and Unſtable Ref to their own De- 


flruction, that the Scriptures are not of private 
Interpretation, that he muſt have Recourſe in 
all his Doubts to the Church, which the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt is to direct, and lead into all Truth, 
that the Gates of Hell ſhall never prevail a- 


gainſt her; ſince Chriſt has promiſed to be 


with her to the End of the World, that ſhe is 
the Ground and Pillar of Truth, 'on which 
he who relies reſts on a ſure Baſis and Founda- 
tion, becauſe he reſts and relies on Chriſt's 
Promiſe, which can never fail. 


That the Holy Scriptures are not ſo eaſily 


to be underſtood, but that they need ſome In- 
terpretation, we have a remarkable Inſtance 
in the Holy Scriptures themſelves in the Aci 
of the Apoſtles, chap. 8. this was no leſs a 
Man than the chief Eunuch to Candace Queen 
of #th:opia ; and tho we find him very at- 
tentively reading the Scriptures, yet he did 
not underſtand them, as appears by his ask- 
ing St. Philip this Queſtion. How can I (fays 
he) except ſome Men guide me Upon this 
it is ſaid St. Philip did interpret to him the 
Scriptures, and he humbly ſubmitting to ſuch 
Interpretation received the Gift of Faith, and 
the Sacrament of Baptiſm from that holy 
Apoltle. 5 REPS 

Io this may be ſaid, that St. Philp was an 
Apoſtle, and ought to be relied upon as being 


one of thoie Men, which his Lordſhip owns

his (Chriſt's) Infallible Spirit, but that it is 
not ſo with their Succeſſors, who cannot claim 
ſuch Infallibility. ö 5 

T have all along carefully avoided that Term 
Infallibility, all that Icontend for, is, that the 
Apoſtles Succeſſors had the fame Powers con- 
veyed to them to teach and baptize, ec. and 
govern the Church as tliey themſelves had, o- 
therwiſe there is no ſuch thing as a Church 
in the World, as I have already proved. 

But his Lordſhip is not only very ſevere 
upon the Succeſſors of the Apoſtles, but up- 
on the Apoſtles themſelves, or at leaſt one of 
them, for he will not allow they had any 
abſolute Authority but in ſome Caſes, which 
Authority (ſays he in the ſame 23d. Page, 
line 21.) neither was nor could te claimed by 
the Apoſtles zhemſelves in any Caſes but thoſe 
in which they profeſſed they received Infallible 
Directions immediately from Chriſt himſelf. 

By this Doctrine his Lordſhip has made 
quick Diſpatch with two Thirds of the New 
Teſtament at once; for by this Doctrine 
neither St. Mark's nor St. Luke's Goſpel, the 
Acts of the Apoſtles, nor any one of St. 
Paul's Epiſtles have any Authority at all to 
oblige us to believe them ; not St. Mark nor 
St. Luke, becauſe they were not Apoſtles, and 
conſequently could claim no fuch Authority in 
any Caſe at all, but admitting they were, yet 
then neithex could they 5 ſuch Authority in

eny Caſes, but thoſe in which they profeſſed 
they bad received Infajlible Dire&ions 2 
diately from Chriſt, 

Now we do not find- one word in the 
Scripture that theſe hol Perſons received In- 
Fallible Directions immediately from Cbriſt to 

compoſe their Writings, and conſequently 
pould not make ſuch Profeſſion, On the con- 

trary we find St, Luke in the beginning of 
Goſpel, tells us, that the things he wrote 
received from thoſe who delivered them, 
which from the Beginning were Eye-Witneſſes 
and Miniſters of the Ward, He therefore did 
receive them from the Word (or Chriſt) 
Nase neither do we find St. Mark did. 

The ſame may be ſaid of all the Epiſtles 
of St. Paul, — tho' he was undoubtedly an 
Apoſtle, and miraculouſſy called by eſis 
_ Chelft:to be ſo, yet neither did he then receive 
the 1 laly Spirit 7umediately from Chriſt, nar 
Infatithiz Directions neither, unleſs that he 
Was mnfallibly directed to receive the Holy 
Ghoſt not iunc diateſy from Chriſt hut from 
Aqui, by When he way e and from 

whom accopdingly he received the Holy Ghoſt 
[ Aci Chap. +, He therefore did not receive 
is inwedjaigly from Che

, 9# elle rom be Eh of the Now 
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his Lordſhip means that Chriſt is the inviſible 
Head of his Church, and that in all our Trou- 
bles of Mind, and in all our Wants we ought 

to have Recourſe to him by Prayer, this is 
what no one will deny; but what is this to 


the external Government of the Church? And 


is not a Man likewiſe in all Doubts and Scru- 
ples of Conſcience, and when his Conſcience 
cries ſo loud he cannot quiet it, obliged to 
have Recourſe to ſhiritual Perſons to open to 


them his Grief, and receive from them ſpiri- 


tual Comfort and Advice ? It 1s plain, that it 


is the Will of Jeſus Chriſt he ſhould take this 


Method for Advice and Inſtruction ; ſuperflu- 
ous otherwiſe would be his appointing in the 
Church ſome Apoſtle, ſome Doctors or Teachers, 
It is alſo plain from the Caſe of St. Paul, 
whom, as I obſerved before, our Bleſſed Lord 
ſent to Ananias for that End, though if he 
had pleaſed he could have beſtowed on him 
the Holy Ghoſt at the Time he miraculouſly 
converted him, but he would not break into 
the Order he himſelf had eſtabliſhed, but 
would have Men have Recourſe for their In- 
ſtruction and ſpiritual Benefits to Men, 

But before I leave this Head I ſhall deſire to 
know of his Lordſhip, whether there are any ' 
Articles of Faith at all, that nt be believed 
under Fain of Damnation? And whether Di- 
vines. do not call thes Articles the Credenda, 
os things ihat wat be believed? And 1 
n then 
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then it is moſt certain that Men are not 


left to their Liberty to believe what they 
will, or to their private Judgments in Re- 
ligion, or = Interpretation of Scrip- 
ture for Credenda and que credi poſſint, are 
not the ſame, for what mu? be believed does 
not mean the ſame thing, as what may be be- 
lieved, | ; 
By all what has been ſaid it evidently ap- 
pears, that I have proved my 5th Aſſertion; 
that is, in ſhort, that his Lordſhip's Notions 
tend unavoidably to deſtroy all Churches and 
Sacraments, all Revealed Religion, and the 
Authority of the Holy Scriptures, 
I come now to thew that they likewiſe are 
deſtructive. * 
6. To all Society and Civil Goverment in 
the World. | 
For it muſt not be imagined that People, 
if they are told they may be at Liberty to 
chuſe what Religion they beſt like, or none at 
all if they pleaſe ; will not think themſelves 
at Liberty to chuſe to live under what Go- 
vernment they beſt like, or none at all if they 
pleaſe : Nor is it to be imagined, that thoſe 
Gentlemen who can diſtinguiſh away the poſt- 


tive Command of Feſirs Chriſt of Hearing the 


Church, will have ſuch ſqueamiſh Conſciences, 
as to make any Scruple of quibbling away the 
Command of his Apoſtle, of being Subject ta 
the Higher Powers, eſpecially when Nl 
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ſhall be gravely told, that the Apoſtles them- 


ſelves could have no abſolute Authority to o- 


blige Mens Conſciences, but in ſuch Cafes on- 


ly, in which they themſelves profeſſed to have 
received Infallible Directions immediately from 


Chriſt; which we do not find St. Paul did, 
or ever made ſuch Profeſſton, 


And it has ever been a matter of juſt Ob- 


ſervation (and it was never known to be o- 
therwiſe, but) that thoſe People who were 
looſe, as to the Church, were equally Sediti- 
ous, as to the. State. For they who allow 
no Divine Right in One, will never find it 
in the Other; and whoſoever ſet up private 
Judgment as to the Church, muſt extend it to 
the State. Theſe go Hand in Hand together, 
for they ſet up the People in the Place of 
God, and then their Power has no Limits. 


And this is making them Judges over their Su- 
perious and Governours ; and then they will 


believe if their Governours do not do Right 
(of which they themſelves are Judges) they 
have not wy Liberty not to obey them, but 
have ſuch abſolute Power over them, as that 
they may Depoſe them when they pleaſe, 
which makes the Subjects as Subjects to be 
Governours over their Governours, and the 
 Governours as Governours to be the Subject: 
of their Subjects. And this, indeed, is to 
take away all Government oat. of the World, 
and to make it a meer Contradiction. 
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To be more particularly fatisfied, that Men 
who have been looſe as to the Church, have 
been likewiſe very looſe as to the State; we 
we have nothing to do but to caſt our Eyes 
upon The Nature and Excellency of Modera- 
tion. A Sermon preached at the Cathedral 


Church of Sarum, at the Aſſizes held for 


the County of Wills, March the gth, 1745, 
a certain Maſter of Arts, on theſe Words 
of St. Paul to the Philippians, Chap. 4. ver. 5. 


Let your Moderation Fe known unto all Men 


the Lord is at Hand, in which that truly Or- 
thodox Paeacher, after he has thrown down 
all Church Authority, ridiculed the Nicene 
Council, and lily endeavoured to eſtabliſh the 
Avian Hereſy, Trumpets out Rebellion with 

as good a Grace as his Moderation-Counte- 

nance will admit of. But whether that Ser- 

mon was entirely, abſolutely and properly the- 
Work of that Doubty Divine, or whether a 
certain Reverend Brother of his, or Prelate 
[of much larger Capacity and Bulk} had the 
peruſal of it before it was preached is not 
very material; yet becauſe the whole ſeems: 
to be of the fame Level with ſome other 


Peoples, I thought it not improper to men- 


tion it, to corroborate what I have above ob- 
ſerved; vis, That thoſe who are looſè as to 
the Ohureh, are ever ſo to the Str. | 
Thougli after-all, it is certain that the 
Church is che greateſt Support to * 
| or 
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For the Church ever preached u Subjection 


to the Higher Powers for Confience Sake 
as an Apoſtolical Truth, and as a Duty in- 
cumbent on every Chriſtian. But if Men are 
told they are not obliged in Conſcience to 
hear the Church, it follows that they will not 
think themſelves obliged to hear her in this 


Caſe of being Subjett to the Higher Powers. 


By which it 1s plain, that if the Authority of 
the Church be not maintained, neither will 
that of the State long ſubſiſt, which can ne- 
ver ſtand if the Church fall. 

This is ſo certain a Truth, that thoſe 
Wretches who began the great Rebellion in 
the Bleſſed Martyr's Days knew they had no 
other way to ſubvert the State, but to begin 
with the Church, and that otherwiſe they 
would never be able to build up their private 
Fortunes on the publick Ruins ; and thus that 
GOOD King fell a Victim to the Rage 
and Fury of thoſe who were the great Pa- 
trons of original Contract, and Judgment. How 
cloſely they are followed by ſome of our Mo- 
derns, let this his Lordthip's Sermon and 
Anſwer, and the Works of the Reverend Mr. 
Benjamin Hoadly, Rector of St. Peter's Poor, 
and his Moderation-Brother, teſtify. 

His Lordſhip tells us, Chriſt is King in his 
own Kingdom, intimating thereby, that a 
Man in all Affairs of Religion and Conſcience 
is obliged to have Recourſe to Feſirs Chriſt 

P himſelf 
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himſelf, and not to his Miniſters, fince they 
have no Authority over him, but in thin 
which are agreeable to Chriſt's Will (and of 
which he himſelf 1s Judge) the Fal Chriſt 
is the King or Head of the Church, and of all 
Mankind, I have already ſhewn in the Begin- 
ning of this Third Part, | 
But as this Doctrine of his Lordſhip, as he 
explains it, deftroys entirely all external Go- 
vernment in the Church, and directly leads to 
ae and Enthuſiaſm, ſo it tends entire- 
ly to deſtroy all Society and Civil Government. 
For Je ſus Chriſt is as much King of the State 
as he is of the Church, being King of Kings 
and Lord of Lords ;, and when Men are per- 
ſwaded they need not obey the Deciſions of 
the Church no farther than they like them, they 
will of Conſequence think they need obey the 
Decrees of the State or Government they live 
under, no farther than they like them, And 
| when they think theſe Deciſions and Decrees 
of the Church and State unlawiul (of the 
Unlawfulneſs of which they are to be Judges) 
they have nothing to do, according. to my 
Lord of Bangor, but appeal to Jeſus Chriſt, 
and throw themſelves under his immediate 
Government, ſince Chrift is King in his own 
Kingdom, and they need obey no other, 
Luery Body knows what the Fifth Monar- 
hy Men were, and that they would have 
* One to Reign over them but KING 
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JESUS; but had not the Srate took effes 


Aua Care of them, tis not to be doubted but 


they would have taken efßectual Care of the 
State. | s _— 

Let us now ſee how this DoQtine will ſound 
in the Mouth of a Malefactor, ſuppoſe a Clip- 


per arid Coiner. Such a One is brought into 
Court to take his Tryal according to Law, 


and he tells the Judges, that truly he will 


not be tryed by their Laws, that they have 


tio Power and Authority to try him; that 
Chriſt is King in his own Kingdom, that he is 
King of Kings, and Lord of Lords, the only 
Ruler of Princes, that all the great Men of 
the World are his Slaves arid Vaſſals, as much 


as himſelf, for that (according to my Lord of 


Bangor) all his Subjects are equally his Sub- 
jefts ; that the Law he is ſuppoſed to tranſ- 
greſs is not expreſſed in Scripture, (of which 
he is Judge as well as any of them all) nor 
is his Caſe one of thoſe Caſes, in which the 
Apoſgles profeſſed they received Infallible Di- 
rections immediately from Chriſt; and that 
therefore he will be tryed hy no one but 
KING JESUS, for all other Lawgivers are 
but ſo many Uſurpers in his Kingdom. What 
would the Court think of ſuch a Man? 

But yet this Plea in effect, was the Plea 
that ſome of Cromwell's Saints made uſe of, 
as Hugh Peters and fome other of the Regicides, 


who were tryed for that execrable Murder of 
P49 the 
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116 Of Cbriſt's CHURCH, 
the Royal Martyr ; but had the Court thought 
fit to have ſtaid till Chriſt perſonally appeared 
on his Tribunal they muſt have fate till the 
Day of Judgment.

What has been faid in Relation to Civil 
Government is likewiſe applicative to all So- 
ciety whatever. 

But tho? I am obliged in Conſcience to be 
ſubje& to the Higher Powers ( 1 do not fay 
Engines f this World , which by the by is 

retty civil to call both Houſes of Parliament 
Ton go no farther] a Company of Tools) yet 
will it not hence follow, that I am obliged in 


Conſcience to believe as a certain Truth, e- 


very thing that an Edict or Law of the State 
ſhall decree, tho' under never ſo ſevere or 
mild a Penalty; and thoſe Gentlemen who 
would infinuate fo much, ſet up ſuch a Power 
and Authority in the State, which they them- 


ſelves will by no Means allow of in the Church, 


and if ſuch Opinions ſhould take place, we 


muſt then be obliged to receive our Articles 


of Faith from Ads of Parliament; and in 
ſuch Caſe, he that is beſt read in the Statute 


Book would be the beſt Divine, and we muſt

Acts of Parliament were as much Acts of 
Parliament in King Henry VIIl's Time as they 
are now; and yet every Body knows that ſe- 
veral ſuffered under that Boiſterous Prince for 
denying Tranſiubſtantiation, and others for not 
denying the Pope's Supremacy, 

But it is certain, Temporal Penalties how 
great ſoever, ought not to frighten or ſway 
any Perſon into this, or that Profeſſion of Re- 
ligion; in the Primitive Times, when the 
Emperor turn'd Arian, there were very ſevere 
Edicts put out againſt the Orthodox, and ma- 


1 np ſuffered, but had they thought thoſe /mpe- 


rial Elifts ought to have been the Rule or 
Standard of their Faith, they would not have 
ſuffered, and had they rebelled on that Ac- 
count they would neither that Way have ſuf- 
fered. There is then a middle Courſe for a good 
Chriſtian to ſteer, that is, when he cannot 
aFually comply, patiently ſuffer the Penalty. 
Dr. Snape in calling Kings and Queens zhe 
Nurſing Fathers, and the Nurſing Mothers of 
the Church ſays nothing but what every Bo- 
dy ought to ſay : But every Body knows a 
urſing Father (as the Name imports) is to 
nouriſh, and foſter his Child, not to vex and 
torment it; and thus Kings and Queens 
were {aid to be the Churches Nurſing F * 
a 


and Nurſing Mothers inaſmuch as they de- 
ſended and protected the Church from the 
Deſigns of evil Men, and Spreaders of falſe 
Doctrines, and on Occaſion to aſſiſt her with 
the Secular Arm, the better to keep up Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Diſcipline, and punifh thoſe that would 
undermine her Authority, as the Church a- 
gain in her Way aſſiſted the State, that is, 
W a mutual Support to each other. 


yet though Kings are Fathers of the 
Church in one Senſe, they are nevertheleſs 


Sons of the Church in another: For by 
Baptiſm they are made Members of Chriſt's 
Myſtical = (the Church) and are ſubje& 
to her inviſible Head, are obliged to be in- 


ſtructed in all Virtues as well as the meaneſt 


of their Subjects, to be ſorrowful for, and 
confeſs their Sins, and have Recourſe to the 


Miniſters of God's Word for ſpiritual Com- 


fort and Advice. And this was ever the Be- 
lief both of the Jewiſh and Chriſtian Church, 
of which Truth I ſhall give a few Inſtances. 
Saul was the firſt King of the ei Na- 


tion, and we find him continually receiving 


his Inſtructions from the Mouth of God's ho- 
ly Prieſt and Prophet Samuel how he ſhould 
behave himſelf in Relation to the Divine Will, 


and he ated accordingly, till at one Time he 


offered Sacrifice, and at another ſpared the 
Aale kiten and their King, contrary to Samiel's 
Direction, for which lait Act of Diſobedience 

es ?

om was rent from him, tho' he confeſſed his 
Sin with utmoſt Sorrow. 
David ſucceeds him, and though a far 
greater King, yet he had committed two of 
the greateſt Crimes Mankind could be guilty 
of, Adultery and Murder (things later Princes 
make very ſlight of) yet when Nathan, with 
2 Courage ſuitable to his high Character re- 
proved him for lis Wickedneſs, he was not 
angry, or puniſhed God's Miniſter for preach- 
ing &nſeaſonable Truths, but received his Re- 
proof with Sorrow and Contrition, There 
are few Imitators of David's Repentance, and 
indeed now a Days a Nathan is a Phenix. 
In the Chriſtian Church we have the fa- 
mous Example of the Emperour Theodoſrus, 
whom St. Ambroſe would not admit into the 
Church till he had confeſſed and was ſorr 
for that Crime, which was too publick to b 
hid or palliated. | 
By all which it is evident that Kings and 
Princes, though they are Fathers and Heads 
of the Church under one Conſideration, as 1 
have before obſerved, yet are Sons and Mem- 
bers of the Church under another Conſide- 
ration f 
Npr does this Truth any ways tend to di- 
veſt T hriſtian Princes of their Prerogatives, 
or if being Supreme Heads of their reſpective 
Nana) Churches, for they may have ſuch 
© Supremacy 
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Supremacy without, intruding upon the Prieſt= 
hood, or miniſtring the Word and Sacraments, 
which Chriſtian. "uo as ſuch, have as 
much Power derived to them from God to 
do, as to make their Edicts the Standard of 
their own or their People's Faith, but to ſay 
the Church ever attributed to Chriſtian Prin- 
ces ſuch Power of miniſtring the Word and 
Sacraments 1s, in the Language of the Church 
of England a meer downright Slander, as is 
evident from the 37th Article. 

The Meaning of which 37th Article in 
ſhort is this, That as the Imperial Crown 
of England is an independent Crown, ſo is 
the King of theſe Realms an Independent Su- 
preme Lord of his People, and zs not, nor 
ought to le ſubjef to any Foreign Furiſdifion, 
and as he is Supreme Lord of all Men in his 
Dominions, ſo conſequently muſt he be of the 
Church, ſince the Church is a Congregation of 
faithful Men, 8c. But yet for all that, we 


(ſays the Article) give not to our Princes the. 


miniſtring either of God's Word or Sacraments 
[and then refers to Queen Ehzabeths Injun- 
cons] but that only Prerogative, which we 
ſee to have been given t9 all Godly Princes in 
the Holy Scriptures by God himſelf. 

What Prerogative ſuch Princes had, we 
leave juſt now on, that is, Chriſtian Princes 
are Supreme Lords of their People, which 
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Term [TOR ] includes both Church and 
State; but notwithſtanding ſuch Supremacy 
or Fatherhood are under another Confiderati- 
on, as I faid before, Sons of the Church by 
Baptiſm, and as much obliged to make uſe of 
ſpiritual Helps and Means of Grace as the 
loweſt of their Subjects, unleſs they cannot 
poſſibly fin, or if they can that they are not 
obliged to repent or make uſe of ſuch Spiri- 
tual Helps, God himſelf has inſtituted in the 
Church, to re-inſtate them in the Way of Sal- 
vation, This is.a full Anſwer to Dr. Snape. 
The Difference between whom, and his 
Lordſhip, conſiſts in this, that Dr. Snape will 
have it, that the Civil Powers may, accord- 
ing to good Conſcience, infli Penalties in all 
Caſes of Religion whatſoever, and his Lord- 
ſhip, that they can in no Caſe at all. The 
Doctor's Opinion is abſolutely falſe, and the 
Biſhops ab ſolutely not true. 

For though the Civil Powers cannot, ac- 
cording to good Conſcience, inflict Penalties
